CHILDBEN'S COLUMN, 


The Care of Flotreri. 


A woman who knows all about flowers 


and their care has compiled the following 
rules for keeping cut flowers: 


The ends of the stems of all flowers 


should be cut off befoie they are placed 
in water. It is better to strip the leaves 
from that part of the stem which will be 
immersed. 
' 


Do not allow the ends of the stems to 


rest on the bottom of the vase. 


In cutting the ends, snip them off at 


right angles to the stalk. 


Change the water each day and at the 


name time again cat the ends of the 
flower stems. 
* Do not place flowers near or tinder 
lights—gas or lamp—when it can be 
avoided. 


Maidenhair fern should be kept rolled 


up in moistened paper and on the ice, or 
with the stems in the water in a coo! 
place, until ready for use. In this way it 
will last for some time. 


Mignonette is generally grown in a cool 


house and for this reason often droops 
when first placed in a heated room. It is 
well to put it m the icebox, in water, for 
a time, when it will revive, "harden," 
and if properly cared for each day last 
a long time. 


Many flowers do more satisfactorily if 


placed in water with the chill off until 
the fctoms have become filled and aie 
then allowed to stand in an ice chest or 
very cool place for a time-j Roses will oc- 
casionally revive if placed in ice water— 
always with the ends of the stems pre- 
viously cut. 


Never place cut flowers in a draft or in 


sunlight. 


How to Gather. 


Laying gathers is a time honored opera- 


tion, as irritating and nerve wearing as 
it is necessary. Since learning to accom- 
plish the same result in a far easier way, 
the present writer has taught the knack 
to several friends, and all, without excep- 
tion, are enthusiastic. Use a lone, strong 
needle; that is, a coarser one than you 
would ordinarily use for the work in 
hand. 
Gather the noodle full, kccphr; 


the thimble finger at the eye of the 
needle, ao that no stitches escape on to 
the thread. When you can force en no 
more cloth, still holding the thimble in 
place, with the thumb and first fiucer 
hold the gathers fiiruly on to the noodl" 
at the point end. With the left thumb 
and first and second fingers pull the gath- 
ers, two or three at a time, straight Jonn 
from the needle with a swinging motion, 
Sliding the fingers under the material and 
pulling down with the thumb, beginning 
at the left and working toward the right. 
Tv"heu the work is slipped on to the 
thread, it will be as flat as if each gather 
had 
been painfully "scratched" into 


place. The two processes are practically 
accomplished in one, and after a few 
trials and with a little patience you will 
never go back to the "good old way."— 
Good Housekeeping^

at Pittston to Timing's point, at the 
foot of Swan island, below Richmond 
the ice fields are in good condition. 
This is the ice belt of the Kennebec. 
For a distance of eleven miles, with 
the cutting surface the width of the 
river, wmch averages 75 rods, the ice 
varies in thickness from 6 to- 11 
inches. It is of superior quality, as 
fine in substance as any I have ever 
seen in many years of experience in 
the business. 


"An amount of lake ice has been 


aarvested from the vicinity of Wicas- 
set, and the coming week work will be 
begun to ship 1200 tons, which will 
be sent by water to the West Indies, 
he ice has averaged about 12% 
nches in thickness.

of buildings in Manhattan which show 
that the insulating properties of a 
block constructed according to Mr. 
Avorill's specifications are very great. 
In fact, Mr. Averill says that with 
over 1,700 degrees F. hardly any per* 
ceptible 'heat could be f;clt by the hand 
on the other side of the block. Matches 


had beeu laid on the block were

Oiie of the most extraordinary en- 


glncering projects yet proposed t'o the 
scientific world is that for closing the 


i. Belle Isle strait, between Newfound- 
land and Labrador, by building n 
breakwater across it at tho narrowest 
part, whore the channel is but ten 
wiles wide and ISO feet deep. 
The 


benefits to be derived from such a 
sc.lie.nic are that the shores of Quebec, 
Aiiticosla, Cape Breton, Nova Bcotia 
and Prince Edward Island wonld be- 
come veritable gardens, in .which scnii- 
tiopical fruits and vegetables would 
flourish, and that the portion of Labra- 
dor west of the causeway .would have 
a climate as salubrious as tbat of 
France, being in about the same lati- 
tude. 


It is estimated that tbe work pro- 


posed would cost §30,000,000. This is 
a formidable sum, but in view of the 
demands just now that Canada spend 
$5,000,000 in improving tlie St. 
Law- 


rence route the larger sum seems less 
appalling to the projectors of the plan. 
Nor is the undertaking so formidable 
as might appear from a superficial 
view. It presents no engineering diffi- 
culties such as have beset many proj- 
ects already carried to a successful 
Issue. 


What would have to be done under 


the plan wonld be to start a dump and 
carry It across tbe strait, with a con- 
vex curve toward the Atlantic so as to 
better resist the chafing and pressure 
ftora the floes and bergs.
